Raitt believes more 
women need to “put their 
name on the ballot” because 
there are organizations such 
as the Fort Erie Progressive 
Conservative Association of 
Women to support them 
"along the way.”

Since it began, South 
Niagara Life Ministries has 
grown to include every¬ 
thing from “pregnancy to 
marriage counseling." 

“Our motto is you don’t 
have to do it alone,” Beroud 

Last year, South Niagara 
Life Ministries served 391 
people in crisis. Of those 
clients, 17% were children 


and teens, 16% were in 
their twenties, 21% were in 
their thirties and 19% were 
in their forties. 

Associate director Chris 
Polegato said about two 
thirds of South Niagara 
Life Ministries’ clients last 
year didn’thave a Christian 
background. 

“It doesn’t matter where 
you come from, some¬

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Former cop says Niagara is a drug ‘gateway’

The local border between 
Canada and the U.S. is looked 
at by those in the drug trade 
as an express lane according 
to a former Niagara cop. 

"Around the world we’re 
becoming known as an easy 
place to get in," said Joe 
Maggiolo, a retired Niagara 
Regional Police staff sergeant 
who spent much of his 
37-year policing career inves¬ 
tigating drugs and organized 
crime. “For every shipment 
that gets caught, there are 
probably another 20 that get 
through.” 

Maggiolo wasn’t particu¬ 
larly surprised to learn about 
a drug sweep early Monday 
morning that busted a crimi¬ 
nal organization allegedly 
importing cocaine from 
Mexico through the U.S. and 
into Canada. Three of the 14 
people arrested were from 
Niagara. 

"Niagara has been a sleepy 
hollow for so many years. It 
was in our backyard and 
people just didn’t pay atten¬ 
tion to it,” said Maggiolo, who 
retired in 2012 and is now 
running for a council seat in 
Niagara Falls. Maggiolo was 
the lead investigator behind 
Project Ink, the biggest drug 
bust ever in Niagara that 
ended a drug ring attempt¬ 
ing to smuggle 400 kilograms 
of cocaine a week into 
Canada. The importation 
and distribution ring was 


said to be worth nearly $2 
billion a year. 

Police at the time of the 
Project Ink raids said it was a 
big enough bust that it would 
change the street value of 
cocaine in Canada. But 
Maggiolo said he expected 
someone else to step into the 
kingpin role. 

Monday’s bust was proof 
of that, he said. 

“This just tells you we're 
just at the tip. People don’t 
want to admit it’s happening 
in their backyards.” 

Niagara’s important role 
in the drug trade comes 
down to access, Maggiolo 
said. 

“It's a gateway,” he said. 
“Niagara is surrounded by 
two lakes, we have the river 
and three international 
bridges with tractor trailers 
coming back and forth.” 

The former investigator 
believes cocaine is flowing 
south to north while ecstacy 
and marijuana is sent from 
Canada to the U.S. 

But NRP Staff SgL Shawn 
Clarkson, who took over after 
Maggiolo retired, said the 
latest drug bust proves 
Niagara isn't the only point 
of entry for drugs. 

“This project uncovered 
information that yes, the 
border point in Niagara does 
have (drugs) coming through 
it, but it’s also coming up 
through Montreal,” he said, 
adding that drugs are also 
often shipped directly from 
Central and South America 


to Canada via the oceans. “Someone else’s network cycle continues over and

The Saranac Lake, N.Y. 
native scored the lone goal 
for the Meteors in a close 3-1 
loss to the visiting Welland Jr. 
Canadians Saturday in 
Greater Ontario junior 
Hockey League, Golden 
Horseshoe Conference 

“It was a tough loss," said 
Darrah, who scored on a 
backhand at the 14:06 mark 
of the first period. “We started 
off a little sluggish, but the 
boys battled back. We just 
coiddn't finish.” 

Welland’s Kris Melna 
opened the scoring just past 
the midway mark of the first, 
following up with another 
goal on the power play min¬ 
utes later. 

Darrah, who started the 
season playing defense and 
was moved back to his natu¬ 
ral forward position for 
Saturday’s game, wasted no 
time in showing his offensive 
abilities by cutting Welland’s 
lead to 2-1 later in the frame. 

“I’m here to play wherever 
the coach needs me,” he said. 
“Moving up to forward, I got 
my first goal, but I’ll do what¬ 
ever it takes to help the team 
win games.” 

Jack Fitzgerald gave the Jr. 
Canadians a 3-1 lead 35 sec¬ 
onds into the second, which 
proved to be the only goal 
either team would score in 
the final two periods. 

The Meteors showed signs 
of life in the third, creating 
several scoring chances and 
controlling the play through¬ 
out the majority of the period. 
But it wasn’t enough to stop 
Welland goalie Chris Janzen, 
who made 24 saves to lead his 
team to a 3-1 win. 

“The way we played the last 
two minutes of that third 
period, we need to do that the 
whole 60 minutes,” Darrah 
said. “We were tenacious on 
the puck and they were all 
over the place, but it’s just too 
bad we waited until the end 
of the game to play that way.” 

Fort Erie head coach Rob 
Hubbert also said his team 
did a good job of putting the 
pressure on late in the game, 
but felt they didn’t create 
enough quality scoring 


chances. 

“The last two minutes, I 
thought we were all over them 
and we just couldn’t buy a 
goal,” Hubbert said. “The goal 
that we did score, we were 
crashing and banging the net 
But the first half of the game, 
we made it easy for them. 

“(Their goalie) didn't make 
any outstanding saves. If you 
put (the puck) in his gut every 
time, you’re going to make 
him look good.” 

Hubbert, who Saturday 
coached his first game against 
Welland, where he previously 
served as head coach, knows 
it’s still a period of adjust¬ 
ment for the players this early 
in the season.

Fort Erie’s record now sits 
at 1-2-1, while Welland 
improves to 2-1-0.
